No federal funds available for 
equipment. Increase would be $1,200.00 for an address- 
ograph machine, overhead projector and 2 filing cab- 
inets. 


The subject of purchasing the land in back of the Court 
House and on Academy Square was brought up and the 
Commissioners stated that it is impossible to get an option to 
Aes ‘i the present time; however, the County has first re- 

usal. 


County Attorney David Decker suggests additional at- 
tempt be made to secure this land for the County. The ne- 
cessity for the same being for parking, in view of the fact 
that Urban Renewal is taking land up to the present parking 
area. 


A letter was read by the clerk that the Belknap County 
Area Commission sent a check for $5,000.00 due to good snow 
conditions. 


Lakes Region Mental Health Clinic - Dr. Harris. 


The total budget for the Lakes Region Mental Health 
Clinic is $109,000.00 for 1969. They now have 2 part 
time psychiatrists, 2 full time psychologists, 2 full time 
social workers and full time office help. 


The request of $21,695.00 was arrived at by the popu- 
lation of Belknap County x 72c. The towns outside of 
Belknap County served by the Lakes Region Mental 
Health Clinic are being assessed individually on the 
same basis 72c per person. 


The largest expense is for salaries. People are referred 
to the Clinic from the school systems in the County, as 
well as doctors, lawyers and social agencies. The State 
in the past has not met its commitment to the Mental 
Health Clinics in the State. We have had a request placed 
in all the warrants of the towns served by the Clinic. 
If the appropriation requested is met, we will withdraw 
our requests from all the towns.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Testifying for the Mental Health Clinic Appropriation: 


1. Mrs. Robert Pierce - Mental Health Association. 
10% of the population needs the services of a Mental 
Health Clinic. 25% of the Lakes Region population is 
served by this Clinic. Financial support is necessary to 
keep this Clinic operating in a manner which will serve 
the needs of the community. Some people served by the 
Clinic might end up on the welfare list in the future if 
help that this Clinic can give was not available. 


2. Mrs. Moulton Thomas - President League of Women 
Voters. 

The league approves of the Mental Health Services in the 
State. The out-patient treatment received is better than 
putting people in N. H. State hospitals. One can receive 
help, remain at home and support his family at the same 
time. If a person needing help has to leave the area for 
such help, the family receives no support and often be- 
comes a welfare case. Area schools take advantage of the 
Lakes Region Mental Health Clinic. 


3. Bill Connelly - Welfare-Relief of Gilford. 
Has seen a definite decrease in the County Welfare since 
the Clinic has been in existence. 


4. Rey. Frank Gulinello - First Methodist Church. 
There is a need for the Clinic in the city and area. As 
ministers we counsel many about their problems and try 
to help them but many need professional guidance, now 
we can refer them to the Clinic. Necessary service in the 
local community. It needs a solid base of support. The 
County budget is a good place to obtain financial support 
as the clinic serves the entire County. 


5. Mr. Moulton Thomas - Board of the Lakes Region 
Mental Health Clinic. 

It is necessary for the Lakes Region Mental Health Clinic 
to obtain financial support in this manner, because it is 
not an accepted agency for the United Fund Drive. The 
best interest to further the service of the people in the 
County who need help that the Clinic can provide, can 
be had by financial support coming out of the County 
budget. 


6. Mrs. Guilda Beane - Director of the Lakes Region 
Day Care Center. 
Children come to this center from the entire County. 
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Referral to the Clinic is made by us. We support the 
concept of financial assistance being given through 
the County budget. 


7. Dr. Mendon MacDonald - Doctor in Laconia. 
Local clinic allows the patient to receive help and remain 
with his family. Most people needing help cannot afford 
the cost of treatment plus travelling expenses to the 
nearest doctor. (Often Hanover or Concord). I have re- 
ferred many patients with excellent results. 


8. John R. Erickson - employee Lakes Region Mental 
Health Clinic. 


9. Marion Atwood - Commissioner 
The County jail has used the services of the Mental 
Health Clinic with its inmates. 


Public hearing on Mental Health Clinic closed. 


Rodney Dyer - Mayor of Laconia. 

Increase to the budget is a problem but feel that the 
Lakes Region Mental Clinic has contributed a great service 
to the community. As Mayor feels it is a county function 
and a proper item for the delegation to consider.

Home, a detailed study of the County budget was had and 
discussion with Perley Beach and commissioners Atwood, 
Ruel and Spear relative to the budget. 


At this Executive committee meeting, the only change 
recommended in the Belknap County Home budget was an 
increase of $2,545.06 to the food cost for patients making the 
same $27,000.00, this is item 624. 


After all corrections and additions were made on the 
original budget as presented, the total estimated expenditures 
for the year 1969 is $516,922.71. Adding to that the recom- 
mended increase of $2,545.06 makes the total budget for the 
County Home $519,467.77.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Residents of Belknap County: 


We can report real progress this year in many of the 
County Programs. Early in the year we were involved in the 
Hunger report. This County was not included in the survey 
made public and no figures in the report reflected our 
County’s participation. Belknap was the only County where 
every town was served by the County. While we do not main- 
tain that the procedures cannot be bettered, we are pleased 
that many of our suggestions for improvement have been 
adopted by the State and Federal Government. We appreciate 
the assistance of town officials and volunteer agencies in 
working toward a better food distribution. 


The new quarters for the Sheriff have proved of great 
value. The increase in crime has placed a heavy burden on 
this office as well as on the County Attorney’s time. We feel 
that Belknap County is very fortunate in the personnel in 
this department. We are recommending the completion of 
repairs to the lower floor as present conditions are not sani- 
tary. 


The Delegation used good judgement in obtaining an 
option on the Hutchins property when it became available 
in the summer. This will provide long needed parking space. 
The budget includes the purchase price agreed on and 
$3,000.00 for preliminary construction work. 


The Commissioners are particularly grateful for the 
efficient assistance from our Executive Secretary who con- 
tinues to implement the computer service we use. 


Mrs. Frances Swain left in the Spring to start a business 
in Maine. Mrs. Arlene Dodge is the present Welfare Director 
and Director of the donated food program. The Welfare prob- 
lem increases daily. We may receive some relief from the 
State in taking over some Foster Care recipients but we have 
not received any firm committments yet. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Beach continue to manage the Infirmary 
in an efficient manner. New regulations from Health and 
Welfare Agencies keep them more than busy. In addition, 
Mr. Beach’s duties at the County Jail are more difficult than 
ever and the Commissioners are considering changes here. 
We are having more people sentenced to our House of Cor- 
rection and psychiatric care is ordered. For that reason we 
feel that the Mental Health Clinic budget is necessary. We 
endorse Mr. Beach’s report on the County Home. 


We recommend the purchase of a machine for the use 
of all departments in the County to micro film important 
documents. Some old records in the Clerk of Court’s office 
can be destroyed if they are micro filmed. Otherwise, the 
County will soon face the problem of added storage. This will 
oe helpful in other offices as well. We will add this to the 
1970 budget for proper action by the Delegation. 


We thank all who have assisted in any way to make 
Belknap County better. We have tried to make the increasing 
demands on the tax dollar as economical as possible.

I hereby submit a report of activities at the Belknap 
ee Home and Hospital for the year ending December 
51, 1969. 

During the past year, the Nursing Home and Hospital 
has been operating to full capacity. It has been necessary 
for us to use the solariums in order to care for the large 
number of admissions. It is impossible for us at this time to 
keep up with the applications. 

At this time I would like to publicly thank Brad Sprague 
of Meredith for furnishing a bus for a foliage tour during the 
height of the autumn season. 

The Christmas season again was very active with many 
groups providing entertainment. I would especially like to 
thank the Lewis family who entertained during our Christ- 
mas party. There were gifts from several organizations 
which were appreciated. 

The Jail operation was active in 1969. A full report will 
be found elsewhere in the County report, as well as the 
report of the House of Correction. 

Gardening was carried out for just the use of the Home. 

At the request of the County Commissioners a survey 
was made of the pay scale of our employees by the State 
Personnel Department. 

This was done by passing out ‘Position Classification 
Questionnaires” to each employee. After these had been 
filled out and checked by the department head and then by 
the Superintendent, the questionnaires were taken to Con- 
cord to the Personnel Department where a Mr. McCann was 
given the job of classification of the employee. Each question- 
naire was then read and a classification as near to the State 
job description as possible was given. It was necessary to give 
the minimum in most cases, with the exception of the em- 
ployees who have been with the County Home for five years, 
and these were given Step I. There were some adjustments 
that had to be made but on the whole we were not too far 
out of line. 

I feel now the County Home is on a good competitive 
level of salaries. 

IT would like to thank the County Commissioners and all 
who are connected with the County Home for their cooper- 
ation.

Upon completion of my fifteenth year as Sheriff of Bel- 
knap County, I submit my report for the year 1969. 


The following activities were investigated by the 
Sheriff's Department in the year 1969: nine charges of 
Assault, one hundred and nine charges of Burglary, seventy- 
five charges of Larceny, sixty-five charges of Malicious 
Damage and/or Vandalism, four Narcotics investigations, 
one Arson investigation, four hundred and twenty-nine com- 
plaints investigated, two AWOL subjects apprehended and 
held for the Military, nine charges of Auto Theft, twenty- 
five persons transported to New Hampshire State Prison 
and/or New Hampshire State Hospital, eight runaways re- 
turned, four escapees returned, attended four fire alarms, 
fourteen Motor Vehicle accidents investigated, one hundred 
and one Capiases were served and we were involved in one 
hundred and ninety-five assists to other departments. 


Twenty-eight thousand, four hundred and fifty-nine 
dollars and two cents worth of stolen property was recovered 
by this Department and sixty-eight thousand and ninety- 
seven miles were logged by our cruisers with reference to our 
investigations. 


From May 1, 1969 to December 31, 1969, the Sheriff’s 
Department served nine hundred and twenty-two civil writs 
and collected six thousand three hundred thirtv-eight dollars 
and eighty-six cents in fees and mileage for this given period 
of time, which amount was turned over to Belknap County.

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REPORT OF THE BELKNAP COUNTY PHYSICIAN 
TO THE COMMISSIONERS OF BELKNAP COUNTY 


Gentlemen: 


Administration — The well ordered administration of 
the Belknap County Home and Hospital continues under the 
able administration of Mr. Perley A. Beach. His concern for 
each patient’s welfare and comfort continues to be his prime 
consideration. Humidifiers have been installed in the hall- 
ways and occasionally in a patient’s room, which have added 
to the comfort of patients and workers in the institution dur- 
ing the winter months when the air tends to become quite 
dry. Meals are supervised by a dietitian and are well balanced 
and nutritious. The housekeeping is well done and the 
cleanliness of the floors is superb. 


The Nursing Service — continues excellent under the 
supervision of Mrs. Marilyn Lamere, Nursing Supervisor. 
Because of a competitive wage scale and desirable working 
conditions our institution seems to have no difficulty in- 
maintaining a full complement of nursing personnel. 


Special Medical Equipment — An emergency kit consist- 
ing of a manual resuscitator and various emergency drugs 
has been provided and is kept in the North Wing. In addition 
oxygen is available by mask or by use of a tent. Several 
intravenous solutions are kept hand as well as fluids for 
subcutaneous administration. Special air mattresses and 
sheepskin pads are available for patients confined to bed 
who become candidates for pressure sores. The absence of 
pressure sores speaks well for the conscientious nursing serv- 
ice. More recently a small surgical repair kit has been 
assembled so we can take care of small lacerations. This will 
preclude the necessity of sending tc the Lakes Region General 
Hospital certain patients for the suturing of small 
lacerations. The Home has an excellent supply of wheel 
chairs, aluminum walkers and canes for patients recuperating 
from shocks or fractures. 


Your Advisory Committee of Physicians (Drs. Eckels, 
Wilder and Trapp) continue to meet the first Tuesday of 
each month in the Conference Room with Mr. Beach, Admin- 
istrator, and Mrs. Lamere, Nursing Supervisor, to discuss all 
matters which pertain to improving the medical service. 


As Belknap County Physician I have charge of all County 
cases which are admitted to the Belknap County Home and 
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Hospital. These are relatively few. Also under my care are all 
inmates of the Jail and House of Correction. I have made 55 
calls this year on inmates in the Jail and House of Correc- 
tion. In addition, I have advised the Administrator and Nurs- 
ing Service regarding the inmates. There have been no serious 
accidents or illnesses among the inmates this past year.

To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 


Agriculture 


During the first three quarters of 1969 the County 
Agricultural Agent was on Sabbatic Leave. During this time 
he was doing agricultural Missionary work in Ghana, West 
Africa on invitation of the Christian Counsel of Ghana. It was 
a most rewarding assignment in terms of providing services 
to people in the “‘bush’”’ who so badly need it. 


In the interim period the agricultural area of the Exten- 
sion Service programs were carried forward — the agents 
and office staff assisted at office level; area agents, adjoin- 
ing county agents, and U. N. H. Extension specialists further 
assisted inprogram planning and provided field assistance. 
The County Extension Service Council and the Agricultural 
Agent hereby extend thanks to all who assisted in this effort. 


The last quarter of 1969 provided opportunity for the 
agent, back on duty, to take stock of unfinished business, and 
of problems and programs for the future. 


He found the grape growers with 2414 acres of vineyards 
and the Canepa’s with the first federally bonded winery in 
New Hampshire built and in operation. This struggling new 
agricultural enterprise needs all possibe assistance from 
Extension and others to see it through the young plant 
erowing stage and well into the maturity of annual produc- 
tion of substantial yields. 


While several substantial dairy farms have closed out 
their businesses in recent years for various developmental] 
schemes, it is recognized that at the same time, sizeable in- 
vestments in new dairy facilities have taken place in several 
towns in the county. Extension can help these businesses to 
remain sound and to continue to provide quality milk from 
nearby farms for local consumption.

Other enterprises in poultry, fruit and vegetables, 
flowers, landscape, and homeowners continue to seek Exten- 
sion Assistance in many ways. 


Recent population studies in the United States indicate 
that New Hampshire’s population increases, percentage-wise, 
will be the greatest in the nation. To land developers and 
town planners this unquestionably will lead to many problems 
ahead for the City and ten towns of Belknap County. 


Cooperative Extension is able to provide some liason 
assistance in the areas of Resources Development toward 
helping the county move ahead in the years to come.

Home Economics 


Education for family and community living has, for over 
50 years, been the major commitment of Home Economics 
Extension. 


During the year 1969, this out-of-school educational 
program has tried to reflect the needs of contemporary 
living with emphasis on family stability, consumer education, 
health, housing, and community development. 


Meetings and/or workshops were held to help home- 
makers: 


- understand tensions and how to adjust to meet them as 
applied to all family members. 


- develop a better understanding of physical and emotion- 
al changes during the middle years. 


to help develop satisfying youth-parent relationship 
through communication. 


- increase knowledge in areas of nutrition, food purchasing 
and preparation. 


- gain insight into family life in Israel, and Norway. 


- to understand the importance of and aim toward making 
improvements in sanitation and food safety. 


- to achieve competence of living within one’s income and 
understanding credit use and costs. 


- help consumers determine type of insurance best suited 
to family needs. 
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- as homeowners, gain knowledge about kitchen remodel- 
ing, including storage, surface finishes, and lighting. 


- understand community government and its responsibili- 
ties - local, county and state. 


- learn principals of design as applied to clothing and 
arranging accessories in the home. 


- learn specific construction skills for making clothing, 
from simple garments through tailoring. 


- develop potential leadership abilities. 


From the above, plus educational bulletins, individual 
help, news letters, newspaper columns and radio, Extension 
fulfills an important function. 


Through cooperation with Welfare and Community 
Action programs, work is being done with disadvantaged 
families.

4-H Youth Developement 


4-H is the youth program of the Cooperative Extension 
Service. The four H’s stand for Head, Heart, Hands, Health. 
Any boy or girl from 8 to 19 may join by contacting the 
County Extension Office at the Federal Building in Laconia 
or a local 4-H Leader. Most 4-H’ers belong to community, 
town, or county clubs but it is also possible to be an individual 
member. 


The major goal of 4-H is to help youth develop into skill- 
ful and useful citizens. This is done through participation in 
one or more projects or special activities. The most popular 
of the 40 available projects are Crafts, Food-Nutrition, 
Clothing, Gardening, Woodworking, Horsemanship and Child 
Care. The best-liked activities are Fairs, Camp, Demonstra- 
tions and Dress Revue. 


This past year, 501 county 4-H members from 27 clubs 
took 1,505 projects. About 400 exhibited in Fairs, 81 attended 
4-H Camp, 41 took part in County Demonstration Day, and 
64 entered Dress Revue. The members were supervised and 
assisted by 38 Teen and 96 Adult Leaders. 
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Volunteer 4-H Leaders are the backbone of the program. 
In 1969 the following leaders reached milestones in their 
4-H careers: 5-years - Mrs. Harry Dow, Mrs. Edmund Gove, 
Mrs. Walter L’Esperance, Laconia, Mr. and Mrs. David 
Swain, Sanbornton; 10 years - Dr. Frederick Fillmore, Mrs. 
William Volkman, Laconia, Mr. John P. Merrill, Center Har- 
bor, Mr. and Mrs. Leslie Roberts, Belmont; 20 years - Mr. 
Frederick Townsley, Laconia, Mr. Frank Uhlenberg, Gilman- 
ton. 


Only 20% of the county 4-H members live on farms or 
have a farm livestock project. The other 80% come from 
rural non-farm, town or city homes. Boys and girls are wel- 
comed into 4-H regardless of family income or place of 
residence.

Forestry 


For the third consecutive year, Belknap County found 
itself without a county forester with the resignation of 
‘Bobby Carter in May. Laurels are due Roger Leighton of 
Strafford County for filling the major needs and Robert Clif- 
ford filling the daily needs that occurred, as well as serving 
as Agricultural Agent for Horace Ballard who was on sab- 
batical leave at that time. 


As in the past, the function of the County Forester is to 
assist all forest landowners in the county with technical ad- 
vice and how-to-do-it information, in addition to administer- 
ing Federal assistance programs such as the Agricultural 
Conservation Program under the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service. Also, frequent calls on the 
Forester’s time are made by other government agencies such 
as the Soil Conservation Service, Forest Pest and Disease 
Control, and Division of Resource Development. 


In addition to the above, the county forester functions 
as the local informational arm of the University with respect 
to forest resources. In fulfilling this function, the forester 
is required to conduct surveys, field tours, and demonstra- 
tions, and speaking engagements on various aspects of 
conservation of natural resources. 


Because of the hiatus in the service of the county for- 
ester, the data included in this report are possibly not as 
complete as could be desired. Furthermore, the information 
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presented is a composite of the annual activities of two for- 
esters. As a member of the Cooperative Extension Service 
staff for the calendar year 1969, the county forester assisted 
85 landowners involving 9,100 acres, conducted 5 tours, 
prepared 8 news releases, marked 73 acres of timber for 
cutting, and answered a total of 120 requests for information 
or advice.
